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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-13 and 15 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

2. As for claim 1 , the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the use of a method 
of capturing a sequence of images having a first and second path for directing the full 
resolution unprocessed image signals, the first path records the full resolution 
unprocessed image signals, then performing a post-production process on the recorded 
image signal, and the second path is directed to sub-sample, in real time, the full 
resolution unprocessed image signals, applying an image processing algorithm to the 
sub-sampled image signal, and displaying the modified image signal. 

3. As for claim 1 0, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the use of a method 
of capturing a sequence of images having a first and second path for directing the full 
resolution unprocessed image signals, the first path records the full resolution 
unprocessed image signals, then performing a post-production process on the recorded 
image signal, and the second path is directed to sub-sample, in real time, the full 
resolution unprocessed image signals, applying an image processing algorithm to the 
sub-sampled image signal, and displaying the modified image signal. 

4. As for claim 1 1 , the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the use of an image 
processing apparatus that supplies a sub sampled image to an image processing 
device to apply an image processing algorithm, simulating a particular look, and based 
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on this algorithm, contemporaneously applying the algorithm to a full resolution image 
signal to simulate the particular look. 

5. As for claim 1 5, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the use of a method 
of capturing a sequence of images having a first and second path for directing the full 
resolution unprocessed image signals, the first path performs a post-production process 
on the image signal based on the algorithm used on the second path, and the second 
path is directed to, in real time, simulate a particular look by using an image processing 
algorithm on the full resolution image signals, and displaying the modified image signal.
